Ina Pian at Buffalo recently, Sir Esme How- 
ard, British Ambassador to the United States, under- 
took .to decture certain Aticvicarns, who}titis: judg- 
ment, want io destroy ihc League of Nations, Sir 
Esme gad: P33! 

“T have always said, in eakee ai the league 
in this country, that we in Europe now entirely under- 
stand. that.the “United States objects to.joiming . the 
league, and I think-that most well imformed people 
understand thé why and wherefore of their attitude 
and accept it without question. 

“But I must say..1 am surprised at times to note 
tha: there are still people in this country who write 
and ‘speak as if the league was an invention of the 
devil which should be combatted by all honest men 
andthe disappearance of which would be heartily 
welcomed. | 

-““We in Europe who believe in the league have 
an wish to see this country adopt any policy which 
goes against the grain’ in~regatd to the league, but 
we cannot understand the attitude of those who, 
standing outside it, are not satisfied with that, but wish 
also to destroy it,” 

We do not believe the situation in 1 America is as 
dark as Sir Esme,believes. . There may be some peo- 
ple in the: United: States- dwho-would rejoice if the 
league were entirely destroyed, but they are certainly 
no more numerous than those who desire to see Uncle 
Sam plungd neck. deep into the, league himself, and 
that ‘isn’t s6*fany. 

If, as the British ambassador states, the people of 
Europe now understand and acquiesce in our position 
of aloofness from the league, it’is equally true that 
the great majority of Americans now, regard the league 
itself as a purely European anstitution. . Now it 1s 
Europe which needs ‘to be preventedfrdm going to 
war, not America. And if the league'can prevent war 
in Eutope or can in any way make the path to peace 
easier, why all well and good. The average Ameri- 
can. will swish’ i suecess’ inthe’ undértaking,’'so long as 
it lets. Uncle Sam alone. 

“Tf there is any sentiment in America which would 
rejoice at the destruction.of the league, the intemperate 
friends of the league itself are rsponsible for this. The!
